ed". "Member Brows then set to work 
in Allen's behalf and along came an 
order for his re-instatement. Then 
Member Saul appeared on the scene 
and began to pull the "wires.'' He 
had no particular objection to Mr. O'- 
CONNOR, but he had a strong distaste 
to Mr. Allen, and ho informed the 
Premier in effect that cither Mr. Allen 
or the Government "must go."

Mr. Lanoley, of the Alleghany Ob- 
servatory,, in a notice in the Scientific 
American, speaks most hopefully of the 
application of EriCCSON's discoveries, 
and of the new power generally. He 
commends the study of Tyndal on 
"Heat as a Means of Motion," and 
makes one or two practical points 
which will interest every one, whether 
versed in science or not: — 'Something 
like three hundred years separates 
England of to day, with her countless 
furnaces, and engines, from the Eng- 
land of Elizabeth, in whose reign tho 
spinning wheel was almost the most 
intricate piece of machinery on tho 
island. Something like three hundred 
years more, it is said, is all that sep- 
arates the England of to-day from the 
future England whose furnace fires will 
have died out with the flame of the 
last bushel of coal under her surface; 
whose harbors send out only sailing 
craft; whose manufacturing population 
has gone to other lands, and whose 
"black country" is growing green again 
as Nature covers the ashes of her burnt- 
out mineral wealth with new verdure 
for the few who remain on the soil. 
We do not pretend ourselves to join 
in such pessimist views, or try to look 
into the future so far, though this is 
a very little way compared with wdiat 
we know of the rise of man to civiliza- 
tion. To us, in this country, such a 
time, if it is ever to come, is immensely 
distant. But what is certain is that if 
some such change do not take place it 
will be through the discovery of a new 
source of power, for of the old, the coal, 
when our underground supply is used 
up we cannot get any more. Let us 
remember, then, in time, that though 
the stock bo great there is no renewal. 
Future ages, it has been truly enough 
observed, may see the seat of empire 
transferred to regions of the earth now 
barren and desolated under intense 
solar heat — countries which, for that 
very cause, will most probably become 
the seat of mechanical and hence of 
political power. Whoever finds the 
way to mako industrially useful the 
vast sun power now wasted on the 
deserts of North Africa, or the shores 
of tho Red Sen, will effect a greater 
change in men's affairs than any con- 
queror in history has done, for he will 
once more people those waste places 
with the life that swarmed there in the 
best clays of Carthage and of old Egypt, 
but under another civilization, where 
man no longer worships the sun as his 
god, but has learned to make it his 
servant. 

AMERICA'S SURPLUS WHEAT. 

Tho Chicago Tribune says: — If we 
have a surplus of 200,000,000 bushels 
wheat on the present crop, as some peo- 
ple think, it would be equal to nearly 
4 000,000 bushels each week for export 
through tho year.

The English- 
man and ( lerman fairly slum ice though 
placed in easy reach of boundless 
quantities of it, and the frenchman 
who sips the light wines would as soon 
think of talcing an emetic as of chilling 
his stomach with an iced draft. Our 
drug friend points to the fact that 
Bright's disease had kept pace in this 
country with the increased consumption 
of ice, and claims that before ice be- 
came a common household necessity the 
malady was scarcely known among 
physicians. There may be something 
in this theory. — Baltimore Gazette,

Witness deposed that 
Michael Rourke, the prosecutor, is tho 
pound keeper for the city duly appointed 
by resolution of the Council. 

By the defendant -The amended by- 
law has some reference to cows. 

The prosecutor deposed that on the 19th 
August, 1879, he took three cows, the 
property of the defendant, into his cus- 
tody as city pound-keeper; the animals 
were on Moss street, between Richardson 
.street and Fairfield road; within the city 
limits; they had no tags on denoting a 
license; witness proceeded to drive the 
cows to the pound; when lie came to the 
corner of Fort and Vancouver streets met 
tho defendant who rode up and turned 
tho cows back; defendant spoke roughly 
and told him to leave the cows alone; lie 

said "you • • those cows are 

mine and 1 want them;" witness replied 
you had better let them alone or you will 
have to pay; defendant, however, took 
them away; witness resisted the defendant 
twice, but found it was of no avail; defen- 
dant had taken cows out of pound from 
witness before on production of receipt 
for foes. 

To Mr. Kithet When defendant took 
the cows from mo he produced no receipt 



Tho Stamp Act. 

It has been stated in these columns that 
the machinery for tho enforcement of tho 
Canadian Stamp Act has arrived in tho 
Province, and that the Act will soon bo 
placed in operation. Wo boliove that its 
validity as applied to British Columbia is 
under consideration; but a contemplation 
of tho scale of duties payable under its 
provisions will be interesting. Upon and in 
respect of every promissory note, draft or 
bill of oxchange, for an amount not less 
than 825, made, drawn or accepted in 
Canada, there shall be levied a duty of 
one cent, if such note, bill or draft 
amounts to but does not exceed i?25 — a 
duty of two cents if the amount thereof 
exceeds §25 but does not exceed 850; — 
and a duty of three cents if tho amount 
thereof oxceeds 800 but is less than 
$100 ; for 8100 or more, executed singly, 
a duty of three cents for the first 8100 of 
the amount thereof, and a further duty of 
three cants for each additional 8100 or 
fraction of 8100 of the amount thereof. 
On each draft or bill of exchange execut- 
ed in duplicate a duty of two cents on 
each part for the first 8100 of tho amount 
thereof, and a further duty of two cents 
for each additional 8100 of the amount 
thereof. On each draft or bill of exchange 
executed in more than two parts, ;t duty 
of one cent on each part for tho first 8100 
of the amount thereof, and a further duty 
of one cont for each part of the first 8100 
of the amount thereof, and a further duty 
of one cent for each additional 8LO0 or 
fraction of 8100 of the amount thereof. 
And any interest made payable at the ma- 
turity of any bill, draft or note, with the 
principal sum, shall be counted as part of 
the amount thereof. Every bill, draft, 
order or instrument- for the payment of 
any sum of money by a bill or promissory 
note, whether such payment be required 
to be made to the bearer or to order; ■ — 
every document usually termed a letter of 
credit, or whereby any person is entitled 
to have credit with or to receive from or 
draw upon any person for any sum of mo- 
ney; and every receipt for money, given 
by any bank or person, and entitling the 
person [ayingsuch money, or the bearer 
I of such receipts to receive the like sum

Hein said before this that he had been 
robbed and a man named Lewis who had 
been working about the brewery was 
charged with the theft; the case was 
heard before Mr. Courtney and the man 
was discharged; in the meantime the 
prisoner disappeared in a mysterious man- 
ner without coming to witness for a set- 
tlement; remembered seeing the prisoner 
crying in the brewery the night of the 
trial of Lewis. 

Cross-examined — The prisoner worked 
for me about six months about the brewery ; ! 
1 was satisfied with him; the tire at tho 1 
malt kiln is continuously going; 1 had 1 
suspicions when I knew of the prisoner . 
going down to the kiln ; he was tho first 
to find the remains of the satchel; don't 
think he could have seen the frame-work 
unless he had looked for it especially; it 
was tho first time I ever knew him togo to 
the kiln; ho hail no duties to perform 
there. 

Chas. Taylor deposed that he remem- 
bered tho prisoner working at tho Lion 
Brewery; about the night of tho 9th April, 
1878, it was reported by prisoner that 
thoro wero thieves about and that lie had 
lost a satchel and Hein, the prosecutor, 
a valise; about 1 or 2 o'clock in the morn- 
ing Thompson discovered the remains of 
tho valise; witness fired up the kiln about ' 
1 or 2 o'clock in the morning and raked 
out the irons belonging to the valise and 
satchel; had no conversation with Hein; 
Thompson had no business near the kiln, 
hiB business being to attend to the stables. 

Fredk. Luxford deposed that he re- 
membered tho prosocutor boing robbed; 
ho was at breakfast on the morning when 
tho iron frameworks were raked out of the 
kiln; Hoin came over the fence and was 
crying; ho made a statement in conse- 
quence of which witness wont to prisoner 
and askod him if tho statement was true 
of tho money having been stolen; ho said 
"yes" and witness related to him what 
Hoin had said; ho said the money was 
gono and that ho believed that Lewis hail 
taken it; witness advised Hein and Thomp- 
son to have Lewis arrested and they did 
ao; on the night Lewis was acquitted wit- 
ness tried to persuade prisoner to give up 
the money and Hoin promised that if he 
did he would stop the prosecution and say 
uo more about the mat tor; tho prisoner 
burst out crying and said he had not got 
tho money and that ho had not taken it;

Mr. Angus' Retirement from the 
Bank of Montreal. 

Montreal, Aug. 10. — There are various 
rumors afloat as to the cause of Mr. An- 
gus' resignation. Tho Star says : — 

If the stories that are circulating in re- 
gard to tho circumstances attending the 
resignation of Mr. Angus from the Bank 
of Montreal are one-half true, that gen- 
tleman and his associates, Messrs. George 
Stephen and Hon. D. A. Smith, have all 
become suddenly rich, and very rich at 
that. The stories — and there are plenty 
ef them, all of which coincide pretty well, 
— are that tho St. Paul, Minneapolis and 
Manitoba Railway was in a demoralized 
condition, and was bought up by Mr. 
Stephen's syndicate for a song as it wero, 
then put upon the market, and having 
been floated netted to the fortunate trio 
the handsome sum of $2,000,000, some 
say §3,000,000 — and a matter of a million 
one way or tho other in this connection 
seems to be generally considered a small 
affair. Mr. Angus' share of the profit is 
said to bo all the w ay from a half to three- 
quarters ol a million of dollars, and, as 
was remarked before, if this is only half 
true it is not to bo wondered at that ho 
should not hesitate to throw up even so 
fine a situation as tho gonoral manager- 
ship of tho Bank of Montroal, which no 
doubt has its thorns as well as roses.

'U, 010 brewers, some of whom 
brew from 300,000 to 700,000 barrels 
of beer per annum; -1,997 maltsters, 
and 144,425 dealers and retailers in 
beer. Of malt, nearly 70,000,000 
bushels are annually consumed. Of the 
09,000 acres planted with hops in Eng- 
land, the county Kent alone embraces 
nearly 15,000. ' 

"Atlas" in the London World be- 
moans the look-out for the English sea- 
side resorts this year. He snvs that 
Scarborough is a howling wilderness. 
Half the season gone, and hardly any 
people in the place. The fjpn is nearly- 
deserted; there are no brilliant cost- 
umes, no dash or displays; only a few- 
visitors from tbt; immediate neighbour- 
hood, in waterproofs, and umbrellas, 
are huddled together under the best 
cover they can, listening to the band. 
The lodging-house keepers are in des- 
pair; tho Grand Hotel is almost empty; 
the German waiters twiddle their 
thumbs; and boots hails the arrival of 
the 'bus with its one occupant as though 
he were a long-lost brother. Mean- 
while it rains incessantly, and the wind 
is never weary. It is an east wind, 
moreover, which has traversed the Ger- 
man Ocean, and this is a searching 
and an evil wind even in July. Folke- 
stone does not promise much better, 
although certain house-agents have 
secured it monopoly of the best houses 
and lodgings and are insisting upon the 
most exorbitant prices. In one case a 
lady who presumed to let her house 
for herself at her own terms, was oblig- 
ed, by some mysterious means, to with- 
draw from her bargain, and to let only 
at the rales agreed upon at this species 
of marine 'knock.' In these ticklish 
times, when paterfamilias thinks twice 
whether ho can afford a holiday or not, 
it is a little unwise for local dealers to 
get a name for extortion. 

Russian merchants recently returned 
from the interior of China to St. Peters- 
burgh, have furnished the Golds with 
terrible details respecting the famine 
which has for some time past prevailed 
throughout certain provinces of the 
Celestial Empire. They depose to hav- \ 
ing seen people die in the streets of 
many towns and villages from sheer 
starvation, and state not only that an- 
thropophagy is practised upon the j 
bodies of the dead, but that famished 
men attack theliving, and prey upon them j 
with all the forocity and greediness of 
tho fiercest carnivora. One of them 
alleges that he was present at the ex- 
amination of a mendicant who had been 
arrested for some petty Ihoft and in 
whose, professional wallet tho mangled 
remains of an infant wero discovered. 
This man confessed to cite magistrate 
that for some time previous to his 
seizure he had lived exclusively upon 
the fresh llesh of human beings, as he 
could not surmount his antipathy to 
that of dead bodies. Another appalling 
case which came under the notice of a 
Russian merchant was that of a young 
man who had pursuaded hia father to 



assist him in murdering and sub- 
sequently eating a girl to whom he was 
betrothed. Men have bocn executed 
for killing and eating their own child- 
ren, and sons have slain their fathers 
in order to appease the pangs of hun- 
ger. In some of the northern districts 
whole villages stand empty, their in- 
habitants having one and all perished 
for want of food.

A Bylaw to prohibit the erection of Wooden 
Buildings icithin certain Ftre Limits 
icithin the City of Victoria : 
1. That such part of tnc City hounded 
on tho North by Johnson street, on tho 
South by Fort street, on the East by 
Broad street and on the West by the 
Water Frontage be hereby declared with- 
in the Fire Limits of the City of Victoria. 
The centre of Johnson to centre of Fort 
from centre of Broad shall be limits re- 
ferred to above. 

All Buildings hereafter erected with- 
in the Fire Limits shall have their outside 
Walls and party Walls made of Hrick, 
Stone or othor incombustible material and 
such outside Walls shall extent! four feet 
above Wall Plate of Roof, and party Walla 
shall also extend to same height above 
Wall l'late of Roof. Roofs shall be cov- 
ered with such material as will afford pro- 
tection against Fire and the. Walls shall 
be so constructed as to separate all Wood 
Work thoroughly and completely of the 
interior and exterior of such Building 
from all and every part of the interior and 
oxtorior of any adjoining Building. If 
the apex of Roof should exceed the height 
of Fire Walls, then the Roof must be 
covered with such material as will afford 
protection against Fire. In the case of 
Cables the Walls are to be carried up to 
the full height of the Apex of said Roof. 
The term Building, as applied in this 
.Section, shall not include Privies or 
Sheds for storage of Coal, Wood or Wliarf 
Sheds. 

15. All Repairs to Buildings constructed 
of brick, stone, or other incombustible 
materials, shall be made to conform to 
this Ordinance. 

4 The Wooden Building within tho 
said Fire Limits shall no!, lie altered or 
changed without the written permission of 
the Chief Engineer of the Victoria Fire 
Department, approved by a majority of 
the Fire Wardens, which permit shall 
specify fully the alterations or changes re- 
quired, and no such permit shall bo given 
if any increase "ill be made by the pro- 
posed change or alteration in the size of 
any Wooden Building within the said 
Limits, or if such repairs or alterations 
will increase the value of such building 
more than Twenty-live per cent. Tho ap- 
plications therefor and a copy of each of 
such permits shall bo kept on file in the 
office of the City Clork. 

5. No Building within the said Fire 
Limits shall be removed except to a por- 
tion of tho same lot en which it stands or 
to a point outside the Fire Limits. 

li. Whenever any building shall be by 
any means so much injured as to be, in 
the judgment of tlio Chief Engineer and 
a majority of the Fire Wardens, a tlan- 
gcrous mi 'WW, or when any Woodou 
Building within the said Fire Limits shall, 
in tho judgment of tlio Chief Engineer 
and a majority of tho Fire Wardens, be 
damaged by tire to tho extent of one-half 
or more of its actual value, tho Chief En- 
gineer shall cause to bo served upon the 
owner or person»having control thereof a 
notice requiring such person to remove 
the same forthwith, ami tho person re- 
ceiving such notice shall within ten days 
after receiving the same comply with the 
requirements thereof. 

7. Story Buildings — Foundations 
to be not less than eighteen inches in thick- 
ness and not less than eighteen inches 
in the hard clay or gravel, as the case may 
ho, brick walls to bo not less than twelve 
inches thick. Two Story Buildings — 
Foundations to be not less than twenty- 
two inches thick and not less than eigh- 
teen inches in the hard clay or gravel, as 
the case may be. Brick Walls — Ground 
floor to be not less than seventeen inches 
thick; first floor not less than twelve 
inches thfek. 

8. Any person or persons violating any 
of the provisions of this Bylaw shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof before the Police 
Court shall bo punished by a fine of not 
less than ten or more than ono hundred 
dollars, and each day of maintaining or 
continuing such violation shall bo deemed 
a new offence and punished accordingly. 

0. Tlio Chief Engineer of tho Victoria 
Fire Department and the Fire Wardens 
are required to see that the provisions of 
this Bylaw are enforced and to make com- 
plaints in the Pnlice Court for violation 
thereof. 

10. This Bylaw may be cited for all 
purposes as '''The Bylaw for Prohibiting 
the Erection of Wooden Buildings, 1870/' 
Passed tho Municipal Council this 
Sixteenth day of July, One Thou- 
sand Eight Hundred and Seventy- 
nine.
